DE19918118A1 appears to relate to a soft grip element for handheld 
electric power tools which comprises a rigid shell body or frame releasably 
attachable to a tool housing portion, and a coating of soft elastic material on the 
side of the shell body or frame facing away from the tool housing portion. 
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EP0856385B1 appears to relate to a handheld power tool with a shell 
element attached to the handle with at least two fastening points wherein one 
fastening point ensures an essentially play-free connection between the handle 
and the shell element in pressing direction whereas the second fastening point 
permits a certain play between the handle and the shell element so that at least 
one damping element inserted between the handle and the shell element is 
biasing the shell element away from the handle. 

WO 2004/002689A1 appears to relate to a handle of a power tool which 
handle comprises a handle element which can be attached to the handle by 
means of a locking member can be actuated in the locked state of the handle 
element on the handle through "a means" and can be brought to its release 
position.
